Expressing appreciation of coun- 
cil’s passage Monday of an ordinance 
leoking toward the regulation of jit- 
nevs, Mr. Atkinson declared that ths 
was only the first step toward solv- 
ing Atlanta’s transportation problem 
and that publie opinion mug — be 
aroused to demand the enforcement 
both traffie and jitney laws. 

Real Regulation Needed. 
“Tf,” said Mr. Atkinson, “Atlanta 
is to reach the goal of 500,000 popula- 
tion, the city must have real regula- 
tion of traffic and the regulation, on 
the basis of a common carrier, of 
any and every form of.transportation. 

“Council Monday passed an amend- 
to the law regulating jitneys. 
This is now before the mayor and, 
although of course I don’t know, I 
presume and hope he will sign it. No 
one can tell what the effect of this 
law will be. After all the enforcement 
of traffic and jitney laws depends on 
public opinion.” 

Mr. Atkinson was presented by E. 
Marvin Underwood, who — described 
the present and future transportation 
problem of Atlanta as “the question 
foremost in our minds in Atlanta.”

REVISED FREIGHT 


RATES PLANNED 


The public service commission of 
Georgia on Wednesday announced 
that it has prepared a new schedule 


of treizht rates on various commuodi- 
ties, and that it has submitted the 


revised slate to carriers and shippers, 
asking for their criticism. A hear- 
ing will be held at its offices in the 
capitol beginning at 10 o'clock Tues- 
day, July 24, for the purpose of hear- 
ing and considering any criticism 
either shippers or carriers may wish 
to present, 

In a statement accompanying its 
announcement, the commission details 
the various steps in its efforts to es- 
tablish uniform freight rates in the 
various communities of the state and 
| to reform the evil of discriminatory 
rates which has existed for many 
years, 

Commission’s Statement. 

The statement explanatory of the 

commission's position is as follows: 


On February 28th, the Georgia Public 
Service Commission issued its class rate

IMPORTANT COMMODITIES. 

The rates which the commission has {n- 
cluded in these commodity schedules cover 
some of the mast important commodities 
moving, between points in Georgia, such as 
cotton, sugar, cotton ties, canned goods, 
and manufactured iron articles 

As an illustration of the effect of the 
commisston’s proposed commodity schednies 
(should they be finally adopted bv a for- 
mal order of the commission), at the pres- 
ent time there are special rates on sugar 
from Savannah to various points in Georgia, 
both curload and less carload, but the rates 
are not uniform. and in the majority of 
cases, the rates to the smaller jobbing 
towns are much higher than-to_t'ie larger 
jobbing towns, and to many places there 
fire no cotumodity rates at all. It is also 
true that there are no commodity, rates
